war began anil enlisted in the Union 
army when lie was only sixteen year- 
old. While lying In a hospital, a sister 
of mercy taught him to reml anti write. • 

After the war Crawford drifted j 
West and became a miner in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. When the j 
Black Hills rangers were organized 
to protect the miners from hostile 
Sioux and bands of highway robbers. 

Jack was chosen chief. In one fight 
he killed three desperadoes. 

At the outbreak of the Sioux war in 
1876 Captain Jack enlisted as a scout 
nnd rose to the position of chief el 
scouts for the Fifth cavalry. After 
the battle of Slim Buttes! S. D„ where j 
Chief American Horse was killed. | 

Captain Jack, who was also corre- j 
spondent for the New York Herald, 
gave the world the first story of this j 
fight. Crawford rode to Fort Laramie, 

3fi0 miles away. In three days and a 
half, outriding live relays of couriers, 
but he killetl two horses doing it. 

During the Apache wars in ‘Arizona 
Crawford was again in the saddle as 
a scout for Gen. Edward Hatch. In 
1881 he took the trail of the notorious 
chief, Victor!o, nnd after a scout of 
1(5 days, located his camp In the Can 
deleria mountains in Mexico. Captain 
Jack then made another remarkable 
ride to the nearest post. As a r< suit j 
of tils news, Victorlo’s camp Was at- j 
tacked by Mexican troops nnd the old 
chief nnd many of Ills warriors were 
killed. 

When the Indian wars were over [ 

Captain Jack begnn writing down 
tile verses which lie had recited to bis j 
comrades around many a campfire on 
the Indian etunpaigns. He went on | 
the lecture plutform and In a short ! 
time the "Poet-Scout” was one of the j 
best-known of the old-time scouts In ! 
the country, second only to bis old j 
comrade of ihe Fifth cavalry, Buffalo 
Bill. In a little over a month after ! 

Buffalo Bill's death, Captain Jack fol j 
lowed him on the Long Trail. Ho died j 
In New York February 28, 1017.

Boil to the soft ball 
stage, flavor with vanilla, let stand 
until partly cool, then stir until 
creamy. Four into a greased pan and 
mark off Into squares or drop by spoon¬ 
fuls on a buttered sheet, adding nuts 
if desired. 

Ginger Fudge.—Take one-half table¬ 
spoonful of butter, one cupful of milk, 
and two cupfuls of sugar, boll to the 
soft ball stage, set In cold water and 
when cool, beat until creamy. Add one- 
fourth of a pound of diced erystallzed 
ginger and one-half cupful of shredded 
coconut. Cut In squares. 

Coconut Dream.—Cook together one 
and one-half cupfuls of sugAr, two 
teaspoonfuls of butter and one-half 
cupful of milk, to the soft ball stage. 
Add one-third of a cupful of shredded 
coconut and figs, cut In bits. Add one- 
half teaspoonful of vanilla for flavoring. 
Stir until creamy, drop by spoonfuls 
on waxed paper. This makes twenty 
pieces. 

California Grilled Almonde.—Take 
one cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of orange, two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
Juice.

When Chile Expanded. 

It Is the extreme northern portion 
of Chile as shown by the maps that 
Is now the center of Interest. 


(Pr«nar«J by the National Geographic 
‘^sSclety. Washington, D. C.) 

Chile, whose diplomats are in con¬ 
ference In Washington with thOSff~of 
Peru In an effort to solve the Tacna- 
Arlea problem, might be called “the 
South American California." It Is 
long and narrow, and Its region of 
greatest development and population 
is a great, rich valley with low moun¬ 
tains separating It from the coast, and 
with a steep, snow-capped range tow- 
wing above It to the east. 

Chile Is the longest and narrowest 
•of all the countries of the world. It 
stretches 2,700 miles, from Cape Horn 
to the deserts of Tarapaca and Tacna, 
within the tropics. Its width Is rare¬ 
ly more than 125 miles from the ocean 
to the Andean crest. If we were to 
place It upon a similar stretch of coast 
In North America, it would cover Low¬ 
er California, California, Oregon, 
Washington, and British Columbia to 
the St. Ellas district of Alaska. 

Chile is divided into three sections 
by the natural features of the Pacific 
slope of the Andes. The northern Is 


Chile 

did not always have a length of 2.700 
Until the last quarter of the 


miles. 

past century, the northern boundary 
of the country fell more than 500 
miles short of its present position. 
North of it Bolivia owned a coastal 
strip 200 miles or more In length, nnd 
Peru’s southern border extended some 
300 miles farther south than it does to¬ 
day. All of this region, which now 
forms the northernmost 500 miles of 
Chile, was considered of little worth, 
and much of It had not been explored. 

When extensive nitrate deposits 
were discovered In the Bolivian por¬ 
tion of the coastal strip In the sixties, 
there was a rush like that to Califor¬ 
nia’s gold fields In 1849.

Peru was drawn In as an ally of Bo¬ 
livia, and the three-cornered war ran 
on for severul years. At Its con¬ 
clusion Chile was completely victor¬ 
ious and extended her boundaries at 
the expense of the two vanquished 
countries. Bolivia became “the Swlt-

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ward to Valparaiso. It Is an utter des¬ 
ert In the north and becomes less in¬ 
hospitable toward the south. It is 
traversed from the Andes to the coast 
by short, deep valleys, separated by 
high spurs of the mountains, and com¬ 
munication from north to south has 
always been exceedingly difficult. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the Chilean engineers found 
a route by which to extend the state 
railway which links Puerto Montt, In 
a latitude comparable to that of New 
York, with Plsagua in the territories 
conquered from Peru, which has a lat¬ 
itude comparable to that of Mexico 
City. 

Heart of the Country. 

The central section of Chile extends 
through nine degrees of latitude for a 
distance of about 000 miles from Vul 
paralso to the Island of Chlloe, south 
of Puerto Montt. This Is the heart 
of Chile, the only portion of the coun¬ 
try which can support a sufficient pop- 
Olatlon to constitute a nation. The 
area Is not large, about 100,000 square 
miles, and much of It is occupied by 
mountain ranges of great height aud 
ruggedness. 

But between the Andes and the coast 
range there extends In this section a 
valley similar to that of California, 
which Is the seat of the Chilean peo- s 
pie. Many rivers rising In the Andes 
descend to It and meander more or 
leas directly westward through the 
coast range of the Puciflc; but the In¬ 
tervening divides are nowhere of such 
altitude as to Interrupt the continuity 
of the great valley that extends from 
north to south. Santiago Is situated 
at Its northern end, and flourishing 
cities are located at each favorable 
point on the railway that oennects the 
capital with Puerto Montt. 

The climate as we go from north to 
south becomes ever more humid, and 
we pass from the irrigated lands about 
Santiago to the dense forest swamps 
of the southern portion of the district. 
While much of the Innd has been 
cleared or Is In the process of clearing, 

In a state which reminds one of our j 
own Pacific coast 30 years ago, other 
areas remain Impenetrable forests, 
SOU unexplored after nearly 400 years 
of occupation of the country. 

The third section of Chile, extending 
southward from Puerto Montt through 
14 degrees of latitude to Cape Horn, 
la like our southern Alaskan coast—a 
stretch of Islands and peninsulas brok¬ 
en by intricate channels aud profound 
fiords that penetrate far into the land, j 
Tumultuous rivers descend from the i 
Andes and debouch into the fiords In 
swampy deltas which are covered with 
dense forests. 

The large island of Chlloe, which 
was conquered by Valdivia before the 
middle of the Sixteenth century, is 
well populated and occupies a position 
with reference to the more frequented 
northern coast similar to that which 
Vancouver island holds to San Fran- 
riseo. Farther south the population 
heeomes very scanty, glaciers de¬ 
scend from the Andean heights, and 
the savage but majestic scenery of 
Smythe channel and the Straits of 
Magellan suggests that of the Inland

It 
would be an unputrlotlc American who 
would belittle the wealth of a com¬ 
patriot at u time like this, and after 
having modestly admitted, In reply to 
Lord Rothschild's question, that Rocke¬ 
feller wus certaiuly worth $500,000, 
00O, assuming an air of ultra conserva¬ 
tism, I would allow him to extort what 
was to him a delectable fuct thut Rock¬ 
efeller was worth at least $750,- 
000,000
